Th; project was mooted im the first 
instance during the Pa::s Peace Con- 
ference, when M. Clemenceau demanded 
such a pact in return for his renunciation 
of France’s claims to the left bank of the 
Rhine; but, chiefly as a result of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s refusal to have anything 
to do with it, the matter was dropped. 
It was brought forward again by M. 
Poincaré on several occasions during the 
Ruhr controversy, but British policy was 
opposed to military alliances of any kind ; 
and, of course, with the advent of a 
Socialist Government in England the 
French, for the time being, abandoned 
al. hopes of their pet scheme. 

The objections to any kind of military 
pact are manifold, and we shall be very 
much surprised if the British Government 
will consent to be a party to an agree- 
ment which would bind it in certain 
circumstances to send an expeditionary 
force to France. The Geneva Protocol would 
have committed Britain to much less; 
yet even Mr. Ramsay Macdonald's Govern- 
ment fought shy of it. The only pact of 
mutual assistance that would be of the 
slightest use to Europe Would be a pact 
to which Germany would be a party. Any 
alliance or entente directed primarily 
against Germany must lead eventually to 
a Russo-German combination; and the 
world has had a sad experience of group- 
ings of this kind. Besides, there is no 
need for such a pact. The Dawes scheme 
is working as well as it could be expected 
to work. Germany has concluded trade 
treaties with Britain and is negotiating 
with France towards the same end. The

LEVEL CROSSING CRASH. 


TRAIN DELAYED FOR THREE 
HOURS. 
From A Spectat Corresponpent. 
CREWE, Saturday, 12.30 a.m. 

The Scotch express crashed into the 
motor car at a Minshull Vernon level 
crossing, three miles north of Crewe, at 
7.25 last night. The three occupants of 
the car were killed, the bodies being found 
several hundreds of yards from the scene 
of the accident, badly mutilated. 

The car became entangled in the engine, 
and the Scotch was delayed for three hours. 
The accident took place at a private level | 
crossing, uncontrolled by a gatesman, lead- 
ing to a farm. 

The express, which left Carlisle for 
London at 4.8 p.m., struck the car broad- 
side and hurled the occupants a great 
distance. The car belonged to Mr. 
Hollinshead, a well-known Cheshire 
farmer, who was driving his wife and Mr. 
Newton to a neighbouring farm, where a 
party was being held. 

The driver, affer running into an obstruc- 
tion, pulled his train to a sudden stop. He 
discovered the car on the front of the buffers, 
to use his own words, like a “ spider’s web.” 

Mrs. Hollinshead, although found the 
iurthest distance from the crossing, was not 


so terribly mutilated, but she had a frightful 
gash across her face, and was dead. 


The Minister for Industry and Com-

Herr Buchi, examined by Serjeant Hanna, 
said that his published report was the result 
of several months’ investigation of the Liffey 
area in 1921-22.

Cross-examined by Mr. Jellett, K.C., and 
Mr. Fitzgerald, HerrgBuchi went fully into 
the technicalities of the Corporation's seheme, 
and compared. it in certain aspects with the 
rival schemes.

DEATH IN 1917 PRESUMED. 


The extraordinary disappearance of one 
of the principals of the Ballymoney Inter- 
mediate School, after he had left home and 
gone to Belfast to look for war work in 1917, 
was the subject of an application in the 
Northern King’s Bench yesterday, before the 
Lord Chief Justice, to presume his death. 

Uounsel moved on the affidavit of Mrs. 
Minnie Christy, Ballymoney, which stated 
she was the wife of John Hamill Christy, 
Charlotte street, Ballymonéy, and had 
three children, aged 18, 16, and 14 years. 
Her husband had been one of the principals 
of the Intermediate School, Ballymoney, for 
over twenty years. The school was closed 
on the 21st Jung, 1917, and the family went 
to Portstewart for the annual holiday. On 
Monday, 9th July, her husband and she re- 
turned to Ballymoney to attend to some 
household duties, and she intended to return 
to Portstewart the next day. Her husband 
made up his mind to go and seek some war 
work, and he left Ballymoney bv the 7.10 
.m. train on Monday, 9th July, 1917. With 
he exception of a postcard, written to her 
from Belfast to Portstewart the same night, 
geteing had been heard of him since that 

te. 


For the first few days after he left none 
of them were alarmed, but after several 
days oy, Soom to make inquiries without 
result. police were informed in Belfast 
and Great Britain. Her brother, John 
M‘Neill, M.A., T.C.D., then senior inspector 
of the Board of National Education, Dublin, 
had inquiries made there by the police, but 
withqut success.
